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FOREWORD 


This  list  of  reference  books  for  the  senior  high  school  library  has  been  prepared 
by  Miss  Zachert,  Director  of  School  Libraries,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Subject 
Directors.  The  rapid  growth  of  school  libraries  in  our  Commonwealth  has  developed 
an  insistent  demand  for  more  books.  This  demand  has,  therefore,  made  necessary 
the  preparation  of  a  list  of  books  which  may  serve  as  a  recommended  purchase  list 
in  those  schools  having  at  present  only  a  nucleus  collection.  1 1:  is  expected  that 
this  list  will  prove  to  be  of  use  as  a  supplement  to  the  list  of  Basic  Reference  Books 
for  High  Schools.  The  latter  pamphlet  is  still  available,  and  it  is  expected  that 
school  authorities  will  make  use  of  it  in  selecting  initial  purchases  of  books  for  high 
school  libraries. 

The  prices  marked  on  the  present  list  have  all  been  checked  recently  against 
publishers'  lists.  However,  by  reason  of  the  frequent  changes  in  book  publishers' 
price  lists,  it  is  impossible  to  have  such  a  list  as  the  present  one  absolutely  accurate 
in  all  of  the  prices  indicated.  The  present  information  will,  however,  aid  in  making 
a  close  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  any  book  order. 

This  list  is  subn)itted  to  the  school  people  of  the.  Commonwealth  in  the  hope 
that  it  will  prove  helpful  in  the  organisation  and  up-building  of  the  libraries  of  the 
high  schools  of  the  State.
